Unnamed Ex-Convict Tells 
of Meeting No. 1 Gun- 
man in Chicago—Unable 


to Drive Car. 


INDIANAPOLIS, July 5. 
—John Dillinger, said an 
unnamed ex-convict quoted 
by the Indianapolis Star 
last night, is suffering from 
a permanent injury so seri- 
ous he no longer drives an 
automobile. 

The informant, said by the Star 
to have been released ai few 
months ago from state prison where 
he knew Dillinger, was quoted as 
having told police he learned of 
the arch-criminal’s condition when 
he saw him in Chicago several 
weeks ago. 

Dillinger’s right leg trembles, 
his gun hand is twitchy as though 
palsied and the injury gradually 
is affecting his entire right side, 
according to the paroled man's 
story as related by the Star, When 
under strain of excitement, how- 
ever, Dillinger is able to move 
rapidly, the man said. 

Improper treatment for a bullet 
wound suffered during a series of 

bank robberies following his 
wooden-gun escape from the Lake 
County, Ind., jail resulted in the 
nervous condition which has rend- 
ered Dillinger’s leg almost limp, the 
informant claimed. He said the 
bullet ripped through the right 
thigh and tore the nerves 

In this condition, the Star quoted 
the man as saying, Dillinger has es- 
tablished a hideout in a “n ern 
state,” always accompanied by 
chief lieutenants, Homer Van Meter 
and John Hamilton.

AZTECS FIRST — NOW ALBERTA’S 


TO STREAMLINE: 


NEW YORK, July 5—Two ex-| 
tremely rare clay models, which 
were made by the Aztecs about the 
time of the coming of Cortez to de- 
pict their wind temples, have just 
been received by the American 
Museum of Natural History, and 
{will shortly be placed on public 
view. 

“These temples are of peculiar 
interest in this day and age be- 
cause they prove that our mod- 
ern engineers were not the first 
Americans to give thought to 
streamlining,” explained Dr. Geo. 
C. Vaillant, curator of Mcxican 
archaeology at the museum. 

“We may have streamlined 
planes, cars, trains and buildings 
but the ancient Aztecs bullt tem- 

ples with streamlined roofs and 
cornices to Quetzalcoati—God of 
the air.”

OVER THE BORDER 

Chancellor Hitler has apparently decided 
there is not room for two bosses in Germany; 
and the Crown Prince has gone to join his 
father in exile. Unless Hitler is playing a deep 
game of deception this marks the definite part- 
ing of the ways between the purposes of the 
Chancellor and the Hohenzollern hopes of 
restoration 

Mr. Hitler is too shrewd a man to suppose 
the ex-Kaiser or his equally masterful son 
would consent to play in Germany the passive 
role played by the King of Italy under the 
direction of Mussolini. The departure of the 
Crown Prince therefore probably means just 
what it seems to mean—that the Chancellor 
prefers and intends to rule, with the two Wil- 
helms on the outside looking in. 

The break between the monarchists and the 
Nazis means little to other nations and is 
essentially a matter of domestic concern to the 
people of Germany. Hitler has no more inten- 
tion of paying reparations than Wilhelm would 
have. And he is stirring up German nation- 
alistic sentiraent in much the same old pre- 
war way. 

If the Chancellor joined forces with the 
monarchists, the world might expect trouble 
So long as they are apart, with distance and 
the boundary between them, France might 
breathe easy if it could only think so

Another popular fiction is that the fluc- 
tuations in the international exchanges 
truly reflect the trading position of the 
nations. The recent experience of this 
country should have ex- 
ploded this theory. But 
for the vigorous use of the 
Exchange Equilization Fund 
sterling would have risen 
by leaps and bounds merely 
because the citizens of the 
United States, having lost 
confidence in their own 
currency, were selling dol- 
lars and buying pounds. 
This had nothing whatever 
to do with the trade posi- 
/ tion of this country, nor for 
‘ that matter with the trade 
> ora position of the United 

btireveay am States, but was due solely 
to monetary causes, 


And to the detriment of the real trade of both 
nations. 


The London Chamber of Commerce is com- 
ing to grips with the real problem. They want 
a new deal from the government in the man- 
agement of money and trade. 

The old days when governments could not 
control financiers and manipulation of currency 
are now over. Once your government advances 
to the point where you can say to a man, “You 
can't hold gold, you can’t ship gold, you can’t 
buy gold, you can’t export gold,” then, Mr. 
Chairman, you establish a power in government 
which prevents the manipulation of currency 
—if you want to exercise it—you have the 
power to stop money dealing to the detriment 
of humanity, wealth producers and distributors. 
Surely it is a very foolish thing to think that 
because men two huridred years ago, in the 
days of John Law, in the days of assignats, in 
the days of continental money, who were work- 
ing with the preliminary experimentation of 
substituting credit for money, did not know 
how to use the machinery of government for 
the purpose of controlling those forces that 
wanted to use money as an instrument of appro- 
priation—that we cannot control them today 
it is a very great mistake, I repeat, to conclude 
that we are still, in so far as the essence of 
government is concerned as impotent as men 
two hundred years ago were. We can control 
these things if we want to. We can slop a flight 
from the Canadian dollar. We can stop men in 
New York and London from wrecking our in- 
ternal economy by disturbing the buying power 
of our dollar in the markets abroad. The Lon- 
don Chamber of Commeice, recognizing those 
facts and that the gold standard system will not 
serve the trade of England, unhesitatingly con- 
demn it and demand something better. In July, 
1931, in its official publication, dealing with the 
folly that took place at the World Economic 
Conference, it said this: 

That the conventions of the international 
gold standard system are so fundamentally 
opposed to modern social and economic 
conditions that no government could, even 
if it wished, give effect to them, must be 
evident to anyone who is prepared to 
recognize that he is living in the twentieth, 
and not in the nineteenth century— 

The international gold standard system 
is an anachromism in the twentieth cen- 
tury; it can never again function, but as its 
high priests still hold sway over the nations 
and regard it as sacriligious even to discuss 
alternative systems, there appears nothing 
for it but to await the further inevitable 
collapse of the structure built upon it— 

Having evaded recognition of the root 
cause of the trouble which, as has been cdn- 
sistently stated by the London Chamber of 
Commerce for the last eighteen months, is 
a vicious monetary systern, the conference 
will now concentrate upon trying to miti- 
gate effects. The problems of tariffs, ex- 
change restrictions and quotas, cannot be 
solved until the monetary system has been 
reformed, nor can prices be raised and 
stabilized. 

These statements, coming from that body, 
should not be ignored simply because a “law 
lord of England and a director of the Bank of 
England” come over here and write a report 
advising us to adopt something that has been 
tried and found wanting and that is repudiated 
by three Canadian members of Canadian Mac- 
millan commission. The article continues to 
Say:

Under the gold standard system, Eng- 
land passes a law by which she announces 
to the world that her pound contains 113.016 
grains of gold. Canada passes a law an- 
nouncing that her dollar contains 23.22 
grains. Both these statements are pure 
fiction, as will be readily seen when it is 
remembered that the world stock of mone- 
tary gold is approximately equal to the 
amount of money in use in Britain alone 
On the strength of this fiction, 4.46 Cana- 
dian dollars are stated to be worth £1. It 
would be just as convenient to agree with 
Canada that 4.66 dollars equalled £1 or any 
other number which would give us both 
equilibrium with the rest of the world, 
without the intervention of this hypotheti- 
cal gold 

In spite of that statement made in July last 
year, we are now in Canada contemplating 
fastening the gold standard sysiem onto the 
people of Canada. They are concerned not so 
much as we are with the internal buying power 
of the dollar. England is more concerned with 
the external buying power of the dollar. At 
the present time-—-whatever they may develop 
in the future—they are not nearly so able to 
support and sustain themselves as we are, and 
they examine the gold standard with a great 
dea! more concern than we need to. There- 


Fibroid Tumors 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


We do not know yet just what is the cause 
of a small group of cells or a single cell locat- 
ing in one place, and beginning a mysterious 
swelling called a tumor, which enlarges where 
no growth was before. A tumor has no work 
to do in the body. It doés not digest food for 

other tissues, as the stomach 
does, nor does it eliminate 
waste like the lungs, kidneys 
and intestines. 

There are two kinds of 
tumors, the malignant, such 
as cancer, and the non-malig- 
nant, of which fatty and 
fibroid tumors are two ex- 
amples. The big difference 
between a cancer and a non- 
malignant growth is that the 

Dr. F. McCoy cancer destroys the tissues 
around it and may be said to eat into it, where- 
as a non-malignent tumor does not destroy 
nearby tissue, but simply pushes it out of the 
way. It may affect such adjacent tissues by 
pressing on them and may cause pain by press- 
ing on nerves. 

Fibroid and fatty tumors do not usually 
seriously threaten thé life of the patient. In 
fact, these tumors may exist for years and 
cause no discomfort at all, especially if they 
are small and do not interfere with any im- 
portant nerves or blood vessels. 


Fibroid tumors are frequently found on the 
uterus. The size may vary from that of a pea 
or may increase unti] they weigh as much as 
thirty-five pounds. These enormous tumors 
may, of course, cause a great deal of trouble, 
both from pressure and from the heart being 
strained from the blocking of the blood circu- 
lation. 

It is generally impossible for a patient to 
know whether she has a fibroid tumor by any 
examination she can make herself, until the 
tumor has grown to considerable size. If she 
is examined by a physician and told she has a 
fibroid tumor of the uterus, she will probably 
also be told that an operation for the removal 
of the oygan is necessary. However, I do not 
believe that surgical measures are always 
necessary or advisable in the treatment of 
fibroid tumors. There are several factors which 
must be considered in understanding the pos- 
sible cure without surgery. In the first place, 
the immediate cause of these growths seems to 
be a chronic congestion. In many cases I have 
found that a long fast will absorb these en- 
larged and toughened growths, when the fast- 
ing regime is accompanied by exercises of the 
abdominal muscles, hot sitz baths and hot 
douches to bring about a greater blood supply 
through the affected region. It is necessary to 
continue on the fast of fruit juice for some time 
until the body has been reduced greatly in 
weight before much absorption of the fibroid 
takes place. I do not advise you to place your- 
self on a long fast unless under the care of a 
doctor who understands this method. Patients 
write me saying they have had good results by 
taking short fasts at intervals of about a month 
apart and using the hot applications. This is 
probably the best plan if you cannot be under 
the care of a fasting expert. 

Always when fasting it is a good plan to 
have daily treatments with a therapeutic light 
over the entire abdomen in addition to the hot 
sitz baths. Diathermy treatments are also help- 
ful. This will increase the circulation and help 
carry away the accumulated material which 
has been deposited. After the fast it is ad- 
visable to take a large amount of physical 
exercise in order to keep the blood flowing 
through the affected parts at a natural rate.

A Day in Canadian History 

On this date, in 1818, Rey, Ed- 
mund Burke was consecrated by 
Bishop Plessis at Quebec as 
Bishop of Sion and Vicar of Nova 
Scotia. Born in Kildare, Ireland, 
in 1753, he had come to Quebec, 
where he taught in the Seminary 
for some time and was then des- 
patched to the Detroit frontier to 
take charge of the Roman Catho- 
lies there, especially the French 
element. He was most successful 
in this, was much appreciated by 
Governor Simcoe and other gov- 
ernors, and was appdinted vicar 
general of Upper Canada in 1794. 

In 1801 he was transferred to 
Halifax in a similar capacity. He 
had a difficult task, for much de- 
lay resulted owing to the poor 
communication with Quebec, and 
in 1810, the Sacred Congregation 
of Propaganda, at Bishop 
Burke’s request, s¢parated Nova

Scotia from Quebee and created 
it a vicariate apostoloic under the 
direct government of the Pope.

AUSTRALIAN WHEAT AND 
FLOUR 

Total oversea shipments of 
wheat and flour from Australian

The Australian wheat trade has 
received considerable impetus 
from the report of drought condi- 
tions in Canada and the United 
States, and the Danubian coun- 
tries, but the market price to the 
growers has not as yet firmed ap- 
preciably. Attention is now be- 
ing directed to the crop areas 
available for next season, and 
Australian growers have gone a 
long way in the voluntary restric- 
tion of acreage.
